Londoners naturally wanted

With American Troops in Nor- 


mandy, 
July 
7— (Delayed ) — 


(AP)—The crossing- of the slug- 
gish Virc river near St. Jean.de 
Daye—perhaps the best and most 
heroic job by American combat 
engineers ii. France—began three 
months ago in England. < 


Behind the successful fording- of 


this 100-foot river lies an unusual 
btory, illustrating the thorough- 
ness and. raw courage of these 
hardworking and little appreciat- 
ed soldiers which enable them to 
accomplish .their laborious battle- 
front construction miracles. 


In Napoleon's D;*y, armies may 


have "maiched on their bellies," 
but the modern army travels by 
the sweat of its engineers. 


Standing- 
by - a • camouflaged 


dugout, two engineers who helped 
plan and execute the job described 
how bridges 
were 
flung- across 


the Virc river at dawn three days 
ago unJer hellish "88" fire so 
that infantry and armor could 
storm across and attack and take 
St. Jean dc Daye. 


They were Capt. Armand-Hew- 


ctt. Ann Arbort Mich., and Capt. 
Palmer A. Hewlett, Portland, Ore. 


"It didn't take us long to span 


the river when 
work 
actually 


started," said Hewett. "We had 
four bridges over in slightly more 
than six hours—but we started 
preparing- three months ago back 
in England. 
We studied 'photo- 


rccoif maps of the area until we 
knew every obstacle, every tree 
and every terrain feature in the 
area. 


The engineers were under the 


overall 
supervision of 
LL 
Col. 


Hugh W. Colton (address not giv- 
en). 
They selected the best po- 


tential bridge sites and began as- 
sembling 
supplies. 
When 
word 


came that an attack was to be 
launched after dawn, they had 
everything- ready in Uie assem- 
bly area within easy reach of the 
front.

Promptly at 3:30, black skies 


were lit with flashes as American 
artillery 
opened 
a 
thunderous 


barrage. 
For a full hour, Yankee 


guns played a serenade of death 
on the German positions across 
the river which patrols had been 
charting- for days in risky jabs 
through enemy territory. 


At 4:30 long lines of doughboys 


emerged from cover and tramped 
through morning showers to the 
water's edge. ' Already waiting- to 
ferry them 
across 
weie 
rain- 


coated combat engineers, toiling 


with 
steamy 
breath 
and 
«o£t 


curses in knee deep mud. under 
the slowly lightening: sky. 


"We took the first three waves 


in . rubber 
assault 
boats" said 


Hewett, "We had two engineers 
in each boat and eleven infantry- 
men. They had to row. .too. The 
river was between 75 and 100 feet 
wide and nine to 14 feet deep— 
too deep for them to try to wade 
or swim with their heavy equip- 
ment." 


This part of the program work- 


ed smoothly and the doughboys 
leaped from baots on the other 
side to bayonet 
the 
surprised, 


leaped from boats on the other 
ering in foxholes along their first 
defense line.

the compaign. 
We first had-io 


haul 
off 
a truck 
and 
three 


corpses which had been there for 
days—it was too hot for anyone to 
try to get them out before:1 They 
asked for it at 7:03.' but small 
arms fire from the Germans pin- 
ned us flat until 8:20. We worked 
as fast as we could and at 8:50 it 
was open for tanks, bulldozers or 
any other heavy stuff.* 


"One of the best jobs was done 


by Capt. Charles G. Thogge, our 
medic (address not given).- who 
treated our wounded men and got 
them back. 
He was within 100 


yards of the bridge sites; all the 
time paying- no attention to those 
'88's' at all".

"Under the cover 'of darkness, 


we dragged 
down 
the 
bridge 


equipment to within -100 yards of 
the river". Hewett continued. Af- 
ter the infantry 
moved in 
and 


knocked out the snipers, we car- 
ried the bridge down in sections, 
hooked them, then pushed 
them 


across. 


"Our 
boys were under almost 


continuous 
artillery 
fire. Some 


were killed, 
some 
wounded, but 


they carried on even when 
fire 


from those SS's, and mortars was 
the hottest- 


"We completed the foot-bridge 


by about 5:10 and got a number of 
troops across before it was knock- 
ed out at 5:27 by a direct hit. We 
built another on the spot. 


-ByS:.r>6—29 minutes later—we 


had our second foot-bridge over. 
And at 6:10—just 14 minutes af- 
ter we finished — this bridge, too. 
was knocked out. 
"That was enough to break the 
hearts of our boys, but they x x x 
were as mad as hell by now. and 
it took them only 25 minutes to 
put a third one over. It was in 
position 
at 6:35 
and open for 


traffic—and it still is. I 
guess 


the third time was a charm". 


Hewlett then 
told how other 


engineers 
worked 
in the same 


crossing- area under shell-fire—en- 
gineers had more casualties than 
doughboys in this sector. He said 
they built an 
infantry support 


bridge and two treadway bridges 
for ammunition trucks, tanks and 
armored assault guns. 


"We worked under the handicap 


of bad communications", he said, 
"because a shell 
destroyed 
our 


communications truck just as we 
were moving up. All on it were 
casualties except one officer".
